Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argue that "Yet another exemplary 
application of the invention, the cahnnel can be used to transfer inforamtion, like short messages or alert messages, to the terminal on 
the voice band. Thus, Jonsson does not state that such a short message or alert message is transmitted in charater format". However, 
the e)^pner relies only the cited references form Jonsson that reads on the claim limitations, not other features or other embodiment 
that including in Jonsson. 

Applicants argue that Jonsson does not disclose transmitting the written character message in "character format" via the established 
speech path. The examiner disagrees because "symbols is transmitted over a speech channel" reads on claim limitation as claimed (se 
Jonsson col. 5 lines 29-50 and col. 6 lines 16-67). In addition, Jonsson uses dormant frequencies as a medium transportation to transfer 
digital data symbols (character format) from one end to another end. 
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
